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In this agricultural region in the vicinity of Klarlno, a high percentage 
of the population is Communist, hut there is much dissatisfaction with 

leadership. The educated classes in town are considered unreliable 
and are therefore watched by Communist volunteers. These pickets also 
watch the more important buildings (the District National Committee head- 
quarters, the KSC Secretariat offices, and factories) in order to prevent 
incidents like the one in Kladno at the beginning of September 1948, Then 
a grenade ms thrown into the KSC Secretariat offices.
